MOSCOW (AP)—The Russians have sent a single- 
stage rocket into the outer atmosphere carrying two 
dogs and a rabbit all of whom returned safely, it was

NEW YORK (AP)—The So- 
viet rocket that carried two 
dogs and a rabbit into space has 
soared as high as miles 
without animals, a Soviet rocket 
exvert said Monday. 


- Yourl Zonov, the rocket ex- 

at the Soviet exhibition in 

w York, was able to identify 

the rocket by Moscow Radio’s 

terse description of the latest 
Soviet experiment. 


Zonov said the top altitude 
attained with animals previous 
ly was about 130 miles. 


Zonov also said in an inter- 
‘view with the New York Herald 
Tribune that the animals had 
been recovered on the “firing 
reservation.” Such a recovery 
would indicate the rocket tra- 
veled almost straight up and 
down. 


The U.S. shots send rockets in 
a curving th over several 
thousand miles of ocean water 
from Cape Canaveral. 

Zonov said similar Soviet re 
search rockets have carried 

“many dogs” to study how a 
man can be brought back safely 
from a space flight. 

“We have brought some dogs 
back inside the rocket nose,” 
he said. “Others were shot out 
in space. Still others were 
ejected after the rocket reenter- 
ed the a here.” 

Zonov said the animals had 
worn special parachutes. He 
hinted that in future the Soviet 
spaceman may be ejected from

U.S. Won't Reveal 
Harriman Report 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
State Department said Monday 
it does not plan to make public 
former New York Gov. Averell 
Harriman’s report on his June 
23 conversation with Soviet 
Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev. 

Department press officer Lin- 
coln White said “I suppose” the 
department will reply “shortly” 
to Senate Democratic whip 
Mike Mansfield’s demand that 
the Harriman report be made 
public and that a copy be made 
available to the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. 

Other officials said they ex- 
pect the department will make a 
copy available to the commit- 
tee. However, they said the de- 
partment would not make the 
report public because it was a. 
communication from a private’ 
citizen, not a Government offi- 
cial, and it was up to Harriman 
to release it if he wished.

CHICAGO (AP)—“It has been an unforgettable day.” 

Openly thrilled, with a smile like a sunburst, Queen Elizabeth 
said goodbye to Chicago Monday night after 13 exciting hours 
amid the roar of cheering millions and one of the triumphs of 


her life. 

She is resuming her tour of 
Canada with Prince Philip Tues- 
day, heading north aboard the 
royal yacht Britannia for Saulte 
Ste. Marie, Ont. 


They will be on the yacht 
until noon Wednesday. But the 
echoes of Chicago will not soon 
die away. The city gave her a 
warm, generoys, typically Amer- 
ican reception.: 

And it was a ¢ase of mutual 
admiration. Elizabeth quickly 
caught the spirit of the crowds. 
She smiled. She began to wave 
with genuine feeling. She kept 
turning to Philip, chatting and 
laughing, as the thunder of the 
applause pursued them through 
the streets. 


“We shall carry with us on 
the next stage of our journey, 
and for many years to come, a 
memory of the generous hos- 
pitality of Chicago which witl 
long warm our hearts,” she said. 


These were her words as she 
rose to speak to 1,400 guests at 
Mayor Richard Daley’s banquet 
in her honor, the last event on 
her long program. She was a 
glittering figure in white with 
a diamond and emerald tiara in 
her chestnut hair. 


“My husband and I thank you 
most sincerely for the touching 
welcome you gave given us,” 
she said. 


Her voice, usually high-pitch- 
ree and girlish, glowed with feel- 
ng.

GENEVA (AP)—The 
North Korean Red Cross 
delegation will leave Gen- 
eva early Wednesday 
morning without having 
signed the agreement for 
the repatriation of Koreans 
from Japan to North Ko- 
rea, the official North Ko- 
rean spokesman said Tues- 
day. 

The spokesman said the Japa- 
nese and North Korean delega- 
tions met for nearly an hour in 
the North Korean delegation 
hotel, but Yoshisuke Kasai, vice 
president of the Japanese Red 
Cross, again refused to sign the 
repatriation agreement reached 
last month on the grounds that 
it had not yet been approved 
by the International Red Cross 
Committee. 

The officials said the commit- 
tee was now studying the docu- 
ments submitted by the Japa- 
nese delegation, but this study 
might continue all through the 
summer before formal approv- 
al could even be considered. 

The Japanese delegation offi 


‘| cials declined all comment. 


The North Korean delegation 

scheduled a news conference at 
11 p.m. (7 a.m. Wednesday JST) 
and the Japanese delegation was 
also expected to hold a news 
conference later Tuesday. 
It appeared possible that the

open for ature of the agree- 
rment at a later date. 

The 10-man delegation has re- 
servations on a plane leaving 
Geneva at 6:30 a.m.

There were no pickets on 
hand as the high Soviet official 
arrived.

Informed of North Korea's 
decision to leave Geneva, the 
spokesman said “That makes no 
difference. We can very well 
take our decision in their ab- 
sence.” 

He also said the CICR “cer- 
tainly would not announce its 
decision” by the Wednesday 
deadline. 

Later a CICR spokesman said 
the committee’s study of the 


documents would require “sev- 


eral weeks at the very least.” 
The spokesman added, however, 
that there was no reason why 
this study could not continue in 
the absence of both the delega- 
tions. 

Some of the CICR’s senior of- 
ficials hinted that their study 
of the documents might take all 
summer and it would in fact 
be preferable to have both the 
North Korean and Japanese del- 
egations leave Geneva pending 
the CICR’s formal decision. 


Should Make Decision

President Adolf Schaerf ac- 
cepted Raab’s. resignation and 
his failure to form a new Cabi- 
net. Schaerf will now have to 
select a new candidate for the 
government-forming mission. He 
may select some one from 
sagt party or from the Social- 

ts. 


The 67-year-old Raab will stay 
on as head of a caretaker gov- 
ernment until this is achieved. 


It is not known whom 
the President will select to 
make a new try to form a new 
government—which will have 
to be a coalition between the 
Conservatives and the Socialists. 


If Schaerf selects a Socialist 
and he succeeds in forming a 
Cabinet, this would give Aus- 
tria its first Socialist chief of 
government since the 1920s. 


Czechs Restrict :

LONDON (AP)—Britain has 
complained to Czechoslovakia 
| that movements of British dip- 
lomats outside Prague have 
been barred by the Communist 
authorities, the Foreign Office 
said Tuesday. —

JRC Told to Sign Only 
After CICR Approval 
Of Repat Agreement 


No CICR Decision 


Fujiyama Reverses 
Shimazu Bid for 
‘Conditional’ Inking 


Japan Red Cross Pres- 
ident Tadatsugu Shimazu 
last night instructed the 
JRC delegation in Geneva 
through the Foreign Office 
to sign the Korean repat- 
riation agreement with 
North Korea only after the 
International Committee 
of the Red Cross (CICR) 
approves it. 

The instruction was sent over 
the telephone to Yoshisuke 
Kasai, JRC vice president and 
chief Japanese delegate Ao the 
Japan-North Korea repatriation 
| talks in Geneva. 

It said that the JRC will fol- 
low the original plan of signing 
the agreement after CICR ap- 
proval, and will not undertake 
a “conditional” signing of the 
agreement as proposed by Shi- 
mazu earlier the same day. 

The North Korean Red Cross 
delegation has been demanding 
that the repatriation agreement 
be signed regardless of whether 
CICR approval is forthcoming, 
coupled with declarations that 
it will return to Pyongyang 
“whatever , hap- 


Shimazu had sought the ap- 
roval of the. Foreign Office for 
is plan to order Kasai to sign 

the agreement on condition that 
it will not .go Into effect until 
the CICR approves it. 


However, Foreign Minister 
Aiichiro Fujiyama, after con- 
sulting Prime Minister Nobu- 
suke Kishi, told Shimazu to 
refrain from a conditional sign- 
ing. 


The final decision, made by 
the Prime Minister, Was con- 
veyed to Shimazu by Fujiyama 
at their meeting at the Imperial 
Hotel last night. 


The decision was later con- 
firmed at a meeting of Foreign 
Ministry and JRC officials that 
followed the Fujiyama-Shimazu 
meeting. 

Foreign Ministry and JRC of- 
ficials met all day yesterday to 
discuss the situation which re- 
sulted from the CICR’s failure 
Monday to take a clear cut “yes” 
or “no” decision on accepting 
the adviser’s role in the JRC- 
North Korean agreement on the 
repatriation issue. 

The JRC abandoned its plan 
for the conditional signing in 
the face of the Foreign Office's 
contention that (1) the condi- 
tional signing of the agreement 
would be tantamount to putting 
pressure on the CICR and might 
unfavorably affect its position 
toward Japan, and (2) there are

The ministry's epidemic ex- 
pert admitted the possibility 
that the year’s total may reach 
the 90,000 to 110,000 level. 

He attributed the exceptional 
prevalence of the disease to the 
popularization of antibiotic 
drugs which has cut down seri- 
ous cases, but ironically caused 
an increase in germ carriers 
among those apparently re 
covering. 


The ministry is particularly 
concerned about mass  out- 
breaks of the disease in such 
places as schools and suburban 
housing projects with poor 
water facilities. 


As for Japanese sleeping sick- 
ness (Encephalitis B), 22 cases 
have been reported this year, 
or four more than in the 
corresponding period of 1958. It 
was feared that 1959 would be 
another bad year for the dis 


ease since it falls under the 11- 
13-year cycle. 


The last bad year for the dis- 
ease was 1948. Mosquito species 
carrying germs prosper after a 
“dry” rainy season like the pres- 
ent one. 


The polio epidemic this year 
has been officially tagged as 
the worst to date. Polio cases 
require isolation if ordered by 
the Welfare Minister. 


A new outbreak involving 26 
persons in Hachinohe City, Ao- 
mori Prefecture, has been re- 
ported. The affected area has 
been designated the first danger 
zone under the new polio cont- 
rol measure. .A Government 
survey team has been sent to 
the spot.

The Bunraku dolls from 
Osaka are to be seen for a very 
short run this month at Mitsu- 
koshi Hall, daily through July 
15, and in this rather theater- 
dry month, it is a welcome pro- 
duction. Master doll manipula- 
tor Kiritake Monjuro and vet- 
eran old Joruri narrative singer 
Wakadayu and other leading 
performers of the Mitsuwa 
troupe are on hand in a pro- 

composed almost entirely 
of well-known classic plays. 

The first group of plays, to 
be presented through July 9, 

clude “Hidaka-gawa,” “Natsu 
Matsuri,” “Kamakura Sandai 
Ki” and “Honcho Nijushi Ko,” 
and the second group, to start 
from July 10, include “Ehon 
Taiko-ki,” “Tsubosaka Kannon 
Reigen Ki,” and, as in the first 

up, concludes with “Honcho 
ijushi Ko.” 

The Mitsuwa group has ac- 
tively fostered a new young 
generation of performers, both 
doll handlers and narrators dur- 
ing the past decade or so; and 
the current program gives some 
of these young performers a 
chance to show their bit. For 
instance, on the  narrator’s 
stand, such boy performers as 
Wakako-dayu are to be seen, al- 
though briefly; and among the 
Goll handlers and the samisen 
players too, youthful faces ap- 
pear with the more shriveled 
ones, showing that ancient 
Bunraku is still far from dead 
and has a new gerne 0 up 
and coming to e up the old 
tradition.

Play 4: This time, ae ay 
goes in the same way as ore, 
but South does not trump clubs 
till its fourth round. Now 
everybody has one card less 
from the diagram shown above. 
West has no clubs, East has one. 
Therefore, declarer can trump 
a heart lead and can cross to 
dummy with the diamond ace 
and can still pick up South's 
last trump, but there is no trans- 
portation to cash the fifth club. 
Should declarer try to cash the 
fifth club while South has a 
trump, South will trump in and 
the two losing diamonds can- 
not disappear. 

Play 5: Declarer refuses to 
trump heart continuation. In- 
stead, he discards the losing dia- 
mond, North can continue to 
lead the heart, exhausting 
dummy’s hearts. In the mean- 
time, declarer gets rid of two 
diamonds, Because of the eight 
spot spade in dummy and 
South’s seven spot spade, the 
bid can never be made when 


offense is forced to ruff a heart 
at the fourth trick.

NEW YORK STOCKS 
NEW YC?%K (AP)—The stock 
market rose to another historic 
high Monday. Trading was mod- 
erately active. It was the third 
record in as many sessions accord- 
ing to some market measures and 
the second by all the major in- 
dicators. 

Gains ranged from a few cents 
to more than $2 a share for most 
stocks. There were some wider 
movers. The market was higher 
and active from the start and ended 
with prices around their best for 
the day. Steels, motors and some 
chemicals led the rise. They were 
joined by aluminums, farm imple- 


ments, and some drugs. Petroleums 
and aircrafts declined. 
' Standard and Poor's 500-stock 


index reached a new record, up 37 
cents to $59.65. The Dow-Jones 30 
industrials were up 5.33 to a new 
record of 660.09. and the Associated 
Press average of 60 stocks rose 
$1.10 to a record $232.20. Based on 
the rise in this average the quoted 
value of all stocks listed on the 
New York Stock Exchange gained 
an estimated $1,400 million. 

Of 1,255 issues traded, 600 advane- 
ed, 429 declined, and 226 were un- 


changed. Volume totaled 3,720,000 
shares compared with 3,610,000 
shares traded Thursday. It was 


the most active trading since May 
il when 3,860,000 shares changed 
hands. 

The demand was centered in high 
quality stocks which reflected buy- 
ing »y mutual funds and other in- 
stitutional investors, brokers said. 
Continued good business news in- 
cluding the booming U.S. economy 
helped send prices higher. 

Fifteen of the 16 most active 
stocks advanced and one declined, 
Standar Oil (New Jersey) which 
slipped %. Glen Alden, a specula- 
tive favorite, was the most active 
stock, rising 2% to 2314, om 117,200 
shares. was American 
Motors up 1% at 4614, on 89,100 
shares. The company reported 
record retail sales for its Rambler 
car in June.

000. «shares. Next came General 
Motors, up 2% at 55%, and Alumi- 
num Ltd., up % at 36%.

The report gives details of the 
gnwta at of the industrial econ- 
omy of the small Far Eastern 
colony into which is crowded 
an estimated 2,806000 people— 
nearly half of them refugees 
from Red China. 

The colony, it said, was al- 
most entirely lacking in natu- 
ral resources, other than the 
indomitable will and enterprise 
of its people, but it had belied 
@ prophecies of economic dis

course to outside economic as- 
sistance, other than the benefits 
from membership in the Com- 
monwealth, and “despite for- 
midable obstacles arisi from 

litical considerations ond 

al control.” 

The report said Hongkong 
had to seek outlets for its goods 
in more developed countries 
where the emphasis on cheap- 
ness Was not so great and bet- 
ter quality was a real consid- 
eration. 


“In countries such as the 
United Kingdom, the United 
States, Canada, and South 
Africa, opposition has immedi- 
ately arisen because the com- 
eS an low price of Hong- 

goods has affected long- 
established domestic industries 
and it is from these countries 
that accusations of sweated 
labor, poor-quality goods, dump- 
ing, pirating of designs, etc., 
have come,” the report added. 
“The principal attacks have 
been on the textile industry.” 

It said that -while most of the 
wages paid in industry appear- 
ed to be low by Western stand- 
ards, the pattern of living was 
different and the workers cost 
of living was also lower. 

There were various reasons 
why radical improvement could 
not be achieved overnight in 
the colony’s working conditions 
but the principal one was that 
improvement must follow ex- 
panding outlets for the colony’s 
goods. Each restriction on ex- 

tended to discourage ~ 
tal investment and make it 
more difficult for manhufactur- 
ers to plan improvement.

Trade Talks 
WithGermans 
Rescheduled

Changes in Indonesia 
When the Indonesian Cabinet resigned on Monday, it 
left President Sukarno with practically full powers to run 


fit. That means he will be 


free to act on his principle of “guided democracy” which 
some of his critics believe differs little from common con- 
cepts of fascism while others say it means just personal 
government that will lead the nation nowhere in the long 


Separation from the Netherlands found the country 
in a somewhat difficult political situation from the outset ° 
for it was clear that the archipelago needed both a strong 
government at the center and at the same time to take 
into consideration regional differences. 


A Republic of the United States of Indonesia was set 
up, but the federal system was subsequently abolished and 


the central government in 


Djakarta was accused of unduly favoring the interests of 


and neglecting those of the 


This led to a series of revolts in various islands, but 
the military forces that the Djakarta Government was able 
to command eventually proved strong enough to put these 
down although there are still some armed dissidents in 
some parts of the archipelago. 

Meanwhile, the economic condition of-the country has 
suffered greatly and this naturally rich region of the globe 
is hard put to it to pay its way. President Sukarno, feeling 
that the numbers and rivalries of the political parties were 
doing the country no good, was anxious to scrap the Pro- 
visional Constitution and resuscitate that of 1945 which 
would give him much greater powers. 


the President’s absence on his world tour, 
the Indonesian parliamentarians failed to approve the 
change, and he returned to find that a ban had been placed 
on political party activities and that General Nasution and 
the army were virtually in control of the country. 
Premier Djuanda, in tending his resignation and that 
of his Cabinet, said he had no other choice when President 
Sukarno abolished by decree the 1950 Provisional Constitu- 
tion under which it was formed. The ministers, however, 
are to act in a caretaker capacity until such time as the. 
President establishes the framework of the new set-up. 
The President’s next moves will be awaited with close 
interest. With the political parties out of the picture, at . 
least temporarily, it seems that he must rely largely on 
the army for support as well as on his personal reputation 
which apparently remains as high as ever with the mass 
population. 
Whether he will be able to hold together 
vast archipelago, with ail ts regional differences and diverse 
economic interests, is a question that is being widely asked.

already acquired a good deal of influence in the archipelago. 


In Japan, some fears have been expressed that the 
changes in Indonesia may affect the reparations arrange- 
ments. We do not see just why they should. President 
Sukarno was a recent visitor to Japan and he is well 
aware of the strong Japanese desire to help Indonesian 


economy to as large an extent as possible.

It seems to be difficult for 
foreigners to understand, but 
the facts are that American 
policy in the Far East is not 
simply something devised in a 
vacuum by the State Depart- 
ment or by -whatever admin- 
istration is in power. The pol- 
icy is grounded in the hard 
sand of American politics. 


The current policy toward 
Ked China indubitably has the 
overwhelming support of the 
American people. Secretary 
Dulles, for instance, often won- 
dered among his close associates 
what advantages might accrue 
to the United States through a 
recognition of Red China, but 
he just as consistently discard- 
ed the idea of recognition hbe- 
cause he considered it poli- 
tically impossible. 


Last year, the mayor of Phil- 
adelphia was regarded as almost 
certain to gain the Democratic 
nomination for senator from 
Pennsylvania. The mayor made 
one speech in which he advocat- 
éd a change in our China pol- 
ley and politically speaking he 
was dead. The nomination was 
not forthcoming and his words 
will haunt him when he runs 
for reelection.

On the matter of newspaper- 
men in Red China, the influ- 
ence of time may bring about 
some changes. The American 
people are a curious people and 
they have been educated to 
believe that the more informa- 
tion which is available, the bet- 
ter for international amity. 
They would therefore support a 
policy which would bring news- 
papermen into Red China, but 
not, and this is the important 
point, at any price. As long as 
it is clear that the presence of 
American reporters do not in 
any way imply approval of the 
Chinese Communist regime, the 
American people will 
legitimate news journeys to 
the Chinese mainland. 


At the moment, of course, the 
State Department does not re- 
fuse to give newspapermen per- 
mission to visit Red China. It 
recently gave such permission 
in a highly publicized case to 
former New York Governor 
Averell Harriman. 


The problem of getting into 
China arises from the refusal 
of the Peiping Government to 
issue visas unless there be re- 
ciprocity which the American 
Government is unwilling to 
grant. Yet one suspects that 
ina relatively short time this 
problem may be settled and 
that American newsmen will 
be allowed into Red China. 

To sum up, the recent rt 
sonnel changes in the 3. 
State Department do not fore- 
shadow significant changes in 
our Far Eastern. policy. If 
changes do come, they will 
come gradually and will be the 
result rather of changing con- 
ditions than of administrative 
decision.
